the cotton manufacturers who have 
been moved to make strong repre- 
sentations to the special committee 
of Congress, the full effects are only - 
now beginning to be felt. Revert- 
ing to Mr, Hobgon’s report we are 
reminded that the probi 
force for several consecutive years 
against the export of rice from the 
province of Kiangsu was tem- 
porarily suspended in November. 
“The crop was an excellent one, 
prices were reasonable, and the 
natives were satisfied.”  Unfor- 
tunately the last few months have 











seen a serious chan in the 
conditions and the prohibition has 
been eitfvepzd anew. Due opening of 
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the first section of the Shanghsi- 
Nanking railway is noted and the 
introductory paragraph conclules 


with a ‘remark — that the 
census taken on the 14th of 
October shows increases in the 


foreign and Chinese population of 
67 and 23 per cent respectively. 
‘The tote’ Customs collection at 
Shanghai for the year was Hk Tis. 
12,080,185 an increase of 1, million 
taels over the total in the preceding 
year and of 1} millions over that for 
1902, the best year on record, a year 
moreover in which silver was at 
much lower exchange prices than 
during 1905, Nearly the whole of 
the gain is accounted for under 
imports, the figures in regard 
to which are little less than 
extraordinary. ‘The net value of 
foreign imports amounted to 92 
million taels against 45 millions 
in 1904, an increase of over 100 
x cent, but as, has been partly 
indicated in discussing Mr. Morse’s 
eneral report on the China trade, 
g figures do not imply that the 
wer of absorption of the Shang- 
Bai market hee developed to this 
abnormal extent. Large stocks had 
to be carried over when the year 
closed, owing to a series of ups and 
downe in the piece goods trade, on 
their fertility of resource in desling 
with which Mr. Hobson tnkes 
occasion to compliment the im- 
ters. “ With remarkable pre- 
science, which was justified in the 
event, some of the leading dealers 
conceived the idea comparatively 
early ir1904 that the time hadcome 
to order supplies of cotton goods in 
the Manchester market for the 
following season, Their example 
was tardily followed, as it was not 
at first known with any degree of 
certainly what the Americin cotton 
crop would amount to; when its 
shortness became more apparent 
others followed suit, and the foreign 
importing firms who bad specinl 
chops on cloths that had been 
estublished for years found it 
necessary to cover their estimate of 
requirements much further ahead 
than they hnd ever done before. 
Manchester thought that the de- 
mand for China was out of all 
reason, and India kept quietly ont 
of the market and awaited her 
opportunity of obtaining supplies 
ab lower rates. The consequence 
of this buying for China was that 
goods commenced arriving here 
freely early in 1905 and stocks 
began to accumulate,—American 
makes also participating, although 
operations in New York did not 
begin until somewhat later than 
. they did in Manchester. Manu- 
facturers in the States pursued a 
much more conserva:ive policy, and 
‘as cotton by this time had declined 
s0 much, owing to the bumper crop 
of 1904, the heroic suggestion was

THE peristency of human belief 
in magic iv one of the indications 
that the poetry of life is not yet 
ead.

Sensa‘ional novels 
with complicated plos are most 
certain of their myriad readers; 
the puzzle competitions of the 
weekly papers; the advertising 
dodges which induce thousands of 
presumably sane people to bend 
their wits to profitless effort. show 
us sign of losing their attraction. 
The pages of “Truth” bear week- 
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ly testimony to the fact that the 
twentieth century has not found a 
generation cured of delusions, 
and if farther proof were 
needed it is to hand in the abiding 
popularity of the illusionist as an 
entertainer, 

Tt is in this latter capacity that 
the magician now lingers among 
the nat which boast their 
modern civifisstion. As a coadjutor 
and colleague of the priest and the 
statesman he disappeared simul- 
taneously with the serious alchemis: 
and the genuine astrologer. In our 
superior knowledge we are apt to 
louks back on the researches of these 
mentors of an earlier age with a 

indignation or mild scorn, 
accordingly regard them as 
18 or as merely 
misguided searchers after know- 
ledge.

AMERICAN CANNED 
MEAT SCANDALS. 


Tth June. 

Harp1y has public agitation in 
America over the Insurance Sean- 
dals subsided before another, and 
what promises to be a more 
widespread, outcry is raised by 
disclosures of the conditions 
under which the canned meat, 
industry of Chicago is carried 
on. Chicago, as a city, owes its 
prosperity to two things: canned 
meat and wheat, It has been 
described as the mother of the

certainly the centre, where, by aid 
of refrigeration, improved methods, 
and the utilisation of by-products, 
a few men have been able to 
dominate the meat supply of the 
nation, This is not the feat agitation 
against the mthods of Chicago 
meat-packers, At the conclusion 
of the Spanish American War the 
whole country was convulsed with 
fury over the revelations of certain 
officers and soldiers concerning the 
quality of the canned meat supplied 
to whe troops. The disclosures 
then made were sufficiently appall- 
ing, but the agitation seems to 
have been abi no sat 
factory legislation was provided 
its outeo The present scandal 
has not been the growth of a day. 























For some time past it has been 
simmering beneith the surface, and 
in two American magazines now 
before us we have no less than 
four articles dealing with this topic, 
The most authentic is one by Dr. 
W. K. Jnques, formerly Director of 
the Chicigo Municip! Laboratory, 
City Buotgriologist, snd head of the 
ment i ion nt ‘the Chicago 

appears in “The 
” for May. During 
the first month in which Dr. Jnque. 
was City Director one of his 
inapectors. made only one con- 
demnation though fifty thousand 
cattle are frequently ‘killed in a 
day ; another made no report of any 
work done throughout his whole 
term of office, while a third was 
engaged in the lucrative business 
of buying quarantined beef for 
packers; that is to say he could 
ride through the stockyards, pick

ig)” says De. Jaques,” a State 
function, but this power was given 
to the City of Chicago by special 
charter. The federal inspectors 
could only examine and. pass meat 
for export ; any that they condemn- 
ed, was to be disposed of according 
to the laws and ordinances of the 
State and Municipality in which it 
is found.” This meant that the 
city meat inspectors over whom 
Dr. Juques presided were the only 
persons who, legally, had power to 
destroy meat. Moat of the diseased 
cattle are purchased at auction, and 
removed to places beyond the in- 

tors’ ken where they are duly 
slaughtered and eventually canned 
and sold to the public. One Govern- 
ment inspector is on duty at each 
slaughterhouse of those houses that 
export beef. As frequently, 1,600 
to 2.200 cattle are Killed under the 
eye of one inspector in » single day 
it can be s.fely assumed that this 
inspection is, for all practical pur- 
preesveclons ‘The smaller packing 
jouses within the city limits of 
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‘ing industry, and it ie/196 square miles are under the 


ridiculously inadequate supervi- 
sion of the city inspector and five 
subordinates. We cannot, in our 
space, ga farther into Dr. Jacqus’ 
allegations, than to say that among 
them, he charges the packers with 
removing diseased portions of 
animals, utilising them for jous 
food products ; he contends that the 
Government tags put on condemn- 
ed meat are absolutely useless ; and 
he states that there is no definite 
standard of condemnation, 

We pass on to even more definite 
charges brought by Mr. Upton 
Sinclair in the May number of 
body’s Magazine.” Mr. 
ir studied the packing quvs- 
tion for two years, part of which 
period he spent in the Chicago 
stockyards as a workman. He 
specks from first hand knowledge, 
therefore, and does not mince 
matters at all, far the bulk of his 
allegations are brought directly 
against one well-known firm. The 
inner working of the packing. 
houses as described by his pen is 
revolting in the extreme. Hogs 
afflicted$with cholera are, he says, 
made into lard and he reprinty in 
full an affidavit of T. F. Dolan, 
formerly one of the firm’s super- 
intendents, in which 1b is definitely 
stated that condemned carcases 
thrown into the tanks ostensibly to 
be converted into fertilisers, under 
the eyes of the inspectors, are 
afterwards removed by trap doors 
and made into canned meat. But 
the American people have even 
worse grounds for complaint than 
the sordid facts mentioned above, 
Foreign governments refused to 
allow’ the import of American 
meat until at the request of the 
packers federal inspectors were 
appointed to examine meat in- 
tended for export. Microscopic 
examinations of hogs for trich- 
inosis are confined to carcases 
intended for the export trade, 
no examination being made of 
those intended for interstate trade, 
The result ia that the finest pro- 
ducts of the packing houses are 
sent abroad, whilst diseased meat 
‘and broken-down, dying avimals 
are canned and foisted on the 
American public in various forms. 
Early last year the “Lancet.” drew 
attention to the disgraceful state 
of the Chicago slaughter-bouses, 
‘This resulted in the city inspection 
bureau, which had been practi- 
cally quiescent for a long period, 
again awaking to a pretence of 
energy and in one week in 
September last year 173,769 Ibs. of 
meat were condemned as against 
2,002 in the same week in 1904, 
Not the grave of the allega~ 
tions against’ one Company 
are those of adulteration of their 
products with harmful chemicals, 
an offence to which they have

Herded 
together in emall tencm: with 
an average of four f.milies to a 
house and four adulis to a room, it 
can hardly be wondered at that 
tuberculosis makes terrible ravages. 
In packing towns, says a local 
physician, there is more consum| 
tion than in eny other city in the 
States. Bubbly Creek, into which 
ur the sewers from the packing 
Pouses, so foul that it will bear 
up cats and chickens. ‘Lhe inhabi- 
tants of the district work until they 
are rendered incapable by disease 
and then seek food in the offal 
with which ‘the _ plucet 
abounds, Such a state of affairs 
would hardly be considered possible 
in a civilieed country. Th: Amer- 
ican people have’ at last been 
thoroughly roused and it is to he 
hoped that by means of firm 
legislation and the suppression of| 
graft, the malpractices PP which the

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‘Messrs. Welch, Lewis & Co., local 
agents, inform us that the liabilities of 
the Scottish Union & Natioual In 
surance Co. amount to £400,000, but it 
hoped to salve about £200,000. The 
Company’s rosorve is £700,000 and the 
loss will borne out of this, The 
‘annual report of the Company for last 
year shows premium revenue in tho

with one of the parties in the 
capacity of Consul-General before 
trying the matter in dispute as 
Judge. The new Bill, if it 
becomes law, will also tend to 

ut to the innumer- 
able quibbles—so frequent hitherto 
in the American Consular Court— 
as to the jurisdiction of the Court 
and ite presiding officer. 

‘The proposed District Court for 
China is to have original jurisdic- 
tion in all cases anc 
ceedings, whereof jurisdiction may
